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ANOTH ER RECORD E NROLLMENT-- 

Students from seven foreign countries 
and two United States possessions help 
to give Stout State 'College its enroll- 
ment of 1152, highest in the history of 
the college, A number of additional 
students will also enter as late regis- 
trants. 

Of the 1152, 661 are men and 491 are 
iromen. This is nearly 100 more than 
last year's previous high of 1059* 
Students are in attendance from all 
Wisconsin's 71 counties. By far the 
greatest proportion, 943 young people, 
are Wisconsin residents » 

Of the total student body, 387 are 
attending for the first time, 302 
sophomores j 235 Juniors, 196 seniors, 



22 graduate- students, and one post- 
graduate. 

The remaining nine are classified as 
special students, mostly from foreign 
nations or U.S. possessions*. Represen- 
tatives are present from Malaya, Iraq, 
Thailand, Costa Rica, Canada, Jordan, 
Paraguay, the Philippines and Hawaii-. 

A significant segment of the enrollees, 
246 men are attending under veterans' 
provisions. Of this group, 76 are 
first year men, 52 sophomores, 44 jun- 
iors,, and 64 seniors or graduate stu- 
dents. An additional 10 receive bene- 
fits under Public Law 894 for disabled 
veterans of the Korean conflict,

NEW CAMHJS P LANS-- 

A development of the past summer which 
will have a definite effect upon plans 
for the enlargement of the Stout State 
College campus was the decision of the 
Dunn County Board of Supervisors to 
close the Dunn County Teachers College 
(formerly the Normal), the Dunn County 
School of Agriculture, and Bowman Model 
School. 

The sale was made to the State of Wis- 
consin for $58,000. The three schools 
will cease operation next June. Hoxtf- 
ever, it was agreed that Stout will 
provide shop facilities as needed for 
the Aggie High School and supply heat 
if needed. 

The first effect upon Stout State 
College will probably be tne rqzing of 
the old frame shop building at Aggie to 
provide a site for Stout's new Student 
Union, which is now in the final plan- 
ning stages and should be under 
construction by spring. 

The old Aggie shop is a familiar 
landmark in Menomonie, a two-story white 
frame structure at the rear of the Aggie 
property « Part of the building is 
the original two-room structure which 
Senator James H, Stout constructed in 
1391 to house his "educational experi- 
ment" in the manual training and domes- 
tic science of that day a 

Also on the Agricultural School pro- 
perty, Stout will soon erect a multi- 
story building. This structure will 
contain all the college metalworking 
and general shops on the first floor. 
Classrooms for academic subjects and 
work in professional education will 
occupy the upper stories. 

The Agricultural College-High School 
educational center has been in Operation 
5^ years, but the for the last ^0 years 
there has been agitation to close the 
project. Because of new school dis- 
tricting procedures, as well as recent 
tax levies and amended school aid formu- 
lae, pressure for discontinuing the 
schools has increased in recent years, 
especially in Dunn County townswhich 
are maintaining local high schools yet 
must also pay toward Aggie. 
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N EW FACULTY APPOI NTMENTS— 

The college has also announced the 
appointment of 11 new faculty members. 
Four of these persons are required by 
the increased enrollment* The remainder 
replace instructors of the previous 
year. Two more teachers still remain 
to be appointed. 

Head of the department of music is Dr. 
Ed field A„ Cdegard, who recently earned 
his Ph»D. in music at the University of 
Iowa* He also worked with the bands of 
five Big Ten universities. Assistant 
professor of speech is Dr. Lorna 3,, 
Lengfeld. She comes to Stout from 
North Dakota State College and will 
handle both speech work and dramatics. 

Dr<, Lillian S„ Cooper, formerly of the 
reference department of the Armed 
Forces Medical Library in Washington, 
D. Co, will be assistant librarian in 
charge of general and reserve cir- 
culation. Miss Dorothy Clure is a new 
assistant professor of home economics, 
specializing in equipment, demonstra- 
tion techniques and consumer information. 

New head coach of football, basket- 
ball and baseball is Joseph S. Gerlach, . 
formerly of the Duluth Branch of the 
University of Minnesota. He has had 
extensive coaching experience in both 
college and secondary schools. Miss 
Dorothy Knutson s a Stout graduate, 
will teach food and nutrition. She 
was formerly assistant therapeutic and 
teaching dietitian at St. Luke's hos- 
pital, Cedar Rapids, Iowa. 

Former principal of Kiel High School, 
0. Clifford Kubly, has joined the Stout 
faculty to teach mathematics and 
physics. Kubly was earlier a winner of 
a General Electric scientific fellow- 
ship. Mrs. Winifred Hinckley Loomis, 
formerly a member of the faculty, will 
return to teach Stout's expanded 
offerings in clothing selection. 

Assistant professor of industrial 
education is Wesley S„ Somers. He 
recently completed a year's study of 
industrial design for the Ford Founda- 
tion and will teach specialized courses 
to men in Stout's new industrial 
technology curriculum. 

Filling a temporary appointment in 
graphic arts is a Stout graduate, Paul

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C-RAD'S ANNOUNC E RETIREMENT-.- 

Three distinguished graduates of S+out 
State College are retiring from the 
field of education. All have completed 
long and distinguished teaching careers 
and have attained prominence in their 
chosen work. 

Emanuel E., Erickson, professor of 
industrial arts education at Santa 
Barbara College., completed a two-year 
diploma at Stout in 1913 and returned for 
the Bachelor's degree in 1919* He was 
a pioneer in the industrial education 
movement, both in California and the 
nation. 

Professor Erickson gained a wide re- 
putation for his writings, especially, 
"Teaching Problems in Industrial Arts". 
That volume has been printed in many 
editions. 

Claude Nihart completed his work at 
Stout in 1909 and moved first to Mon- 
tana and later California. He rose to 
the position of supervisor of vocational 
and practical arts in the Los Angeles 
school system. 

Following his retirement from the Los 
Angeles system in 1953 » Mr. Nihart 
headed the industrial arts department 
of Los Angeles State College. It is 
from that position he now retires. 

Ben Spaulding finished his work at 
Stout in 1908 and also took a teaching - 
position in Montana. Later he moved to 
Redlands, California and then to San 
Jose, where he joined the faculty of 
what was then called the Norma]. School. 
Mr. Spaulding has remained kj years on 
the faculty of the San Jose College and 
at the time of his retirement holds the 
rank of full professor.

REPORT ON 1956 SUMMER SESSIO N— 

Approximately 6jQ students participated 
in various phases of the 1956 summer 
session of Stout State College. 

Of this group about 400 registered in 
the six-week session. Additional stu- 
dents were accepted on July 16 for en- 
rollment in the final three weeks of 
the session, especially for an offering 
in costume millinery. 

On campus were 287 students from Wis- 
consin, with the remainder from 22 other 
states and from five foreign, countries 
or territorial possessions. Enrollees 
come to the Stout summer session from 
such far-off states as Massachusetts, 
Texas and California « Other regis- 
trants were from. Pakistan, Paraguay, 
Malaya, Hawaii, and the Philippine 
Islands . 

Veterans enrolled totaled exactly 100. 
Of these, 84 were being educated under 
Public Law 550, 12 under Law 346 and 4 
under Law 894. 

Following the regular session, about 
90 persons received training in basic or 
advanced driver education at Stout State 
College, probably the largest of such 
training groups in the nation. The 
driver education program took place from 
August 6-17. 

Also participating in a summer offering 
of Stout State College were persons 
attending the Family Life Workshop of 
Dr. Paul Popenoe, nationally-known expert 
in family relations, which was held from 
June 18-23 . Enrolled for college credit 
were 140 people, with an additional 99 
special students bringing attendance to 
239 » Many interested observers and 
visitors swelled that total even more»
